PEN Focus: Youth Tobacco Prevention 





To the Romulus community: 

The PEN Enrichment Community 
Center's Summer Youth Tobacco Pre- 
vention Program has been completed. 
The goals of this program were: to work 
with retailers in the community to reduce 
the number of them selling tobacco prod- 
ucts to youth under the age of 18; to 
encourage youth not to start smoking; 
and to educate adults to the law. 

During this summer, our teenagers 
conducted compliance checks at vari- 
ous retailers throughout the city of Rom- 
ulus. Our initialcompliance checks con- 
ducted in June showed that 12 out ofthe 
28 stores checked would have soldciga- 
rettes to our youth. That was an unac- 
ceptable rate of 42%. However, during 
our final checks. conducted in August, 
all of the 12 stores that originally failed 
our compliance checks passed when 
they didn’t sell cigarettes to our youth. 

We owe the success of our program 
to the dedication of our youth and the 
willingness of the local retailers to take 
heed of the Youth Tobacco Act informa- 
tion that we shared with them after they 
didn’t pass the initial compliance checks. 
Many of them retrained their employees 
to make sure all of them were following 
the law and checking |Ds when needed. 
Many of the community members also 
helped out as they became more aware 
of the effects of tobacco on our youth 
and assisted us in spreading the mes- 
sage of prevention. 

_ The stores that passed the compli- 
ance checks were recognized with a 


certificate of appreciation. The certifi- 
cate has a yellow star on it. Please join 
us in recognizing those establishments 
that followed the law and are concerned 
about the health of our children. When 
you see one of the stars, please offer a 
word of thanks to the store manager for 
not selling tobacco to our youth. 

We feel that this summer was a 
good start to preventing our children 
from becoming addicted to cigarettes 
and suffering a lifetime of health prob- 


‘lems. We are soliciting your help in 


getting the word out to our youth that 
using tobacco is a bad decision. Each 
day in the US, over 4,000 kids under 18 
years of age try smoking, and another 
2,000 kids become new daily smokers. 
We at The PEN can't reach all of the 
children of Romulus and our neighbor- 
ing communities, but if we join forces to 
educate the children, parents, andcom- 
munity about the deadly effects of smok- 
ing cigarettes, we will help more chil- 
dren make the right decision when it 
comes to smoking. 

If you would like to partner with us 
on our youth tobacco initiative, please 
call us at 734-728-1390. Or, if youhave 
an existing program that is working, 
please share it with us. We are always 
looking for new ideas to help us reach 
the children of Romulus and surrounding 
areas to prevent them from smoking.

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New Discipline Policy To Be 
Implemented at RHS, RMS 
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Romulus High School staff members — including (from left) LaToya 
Shakelford (counselor), Chuck Hughes (behavioral specialist), Don Foley 
(assistant principal), Linda Poirier (foreign-language teacher), Rhonda 
McAllister (social worker), and Doug Hoffman (assistant principal) — 
made final preparations for the new “Responsibility System” discipline 
program being implemented at RHS. 


Dan Hurst, principal at Romulus 
High School, reports that a new disci- 
pline policy, called the Responsibility 
System, will be introduced at Romulus 
High School this fall. The goal of the 
system will be “to make students re- 
sponsible for their actions” and “to make 
them take ownership of their actions." 

“The focus of this program willbeon 
the minorclassroom infractions that stu- 
dents might make, such as talking, not 
being ontask, and/or disturbing others," 
he explained.” 

Hurst added that the current “zero 
tolerance” policy for serious offenses — 
including swearing, fighting, carrying a 
weapon, etc. — would remain in place. 

Dick Kruse, spokesperson for the 
Romulus Community Schools, provided 
details about the program. 

"Under the new Responsibility Sys- 
tem, a student will initially be given the 
opportunity to correct his/her behavior," 
said Kruse. "If this does not occur, he/ 
she will be asked to reflect and develop 
a behavioral plan that corrects the inap- 
propriate behavior(s). If no acceptable 
behavior plan is created, or if a student 
does not follow his/her behavior plan,

the student will be removed from the 
class and will report to the Student Plan- 
ning Room. 

"The student will be absent from 
class until a behavioral plan that is 
acceptable to the classroom teacher is 
developed," Kruse continued. "A staff 
member who has been trained to facili- 
tate this process will be available to 
assist the student while he/she writes 
out the behavior plan. Parents, counse- 
lors, and the school social workers will 
also be available for assistance.” 

Further inappropriate behavior 
would result in suspension from school, 
said Kruse. Home planning would then 
require the parent/guardian and the stu- 
dent to complete an acceptable benav- 
lor plan. 

"Upon return to school, the student 
must meet with an assistant principal 
and receive plan approval fromthe SPR 
facilitator and classroom teacher before 
returning to class," said Kruse. 

RHS assistant principal Doug Hoff- 
man explained that the Responsibility 
System is part of the district's North 
Central Association School Improve- 
ment Program. 

"We have been receiving in-service 
training this year on how to make this 
system work effectively, and | believe 
that our students will accept their re- 
sponsibilities and act appropriately 
throughout their academic careers at 
RHS," he noted.. 

A school-wide survey last year 
showed that a majority of RHS students 
favored a discipline policy that would be 
more student-interactive. Students also 
indicated that a reduction in classroom 
disruptions would help them stay on 
task and concentrate on their studies. 

Principal Hursi and a team of ad- 
ministrators and teachers made a pre- 
sentation about the Responsibility Sys- 
tem to the Romulus Board of Education 
at the Board's August 23 meeting.
